SOLDIER DEAD 


Colonel T. B. Evans Succumbs to 
Alter Effects Of Sunstroke 
At Battle Creek, Mich. 


Battle Creek, Mich., Ang, 24.—Coi. 
T. B. Evans, commanding teuth mili- 
tary district, with headquarters at 
Winnipeg, died here at 1.30 o'clock on 
Sunday from after effects of sunstroke. 
He had a most distinguished career, 
joining the Duke of Cornwall's Riftes 
in Ottawa, many yeare ago. He s@rv- 
ed in the war of 188, for which‘ he 
received a medal and in South Africa, 
1899-1900. Returning to Canada he 
was selected for another command in 
the war in 1992, for which he received 
a medal and four clasps. Returning, 
he was appointed to district ten,whete 
he had since served with ability and 
distinction, having been instrumental 
in raising two regiments of infantry 
in Western Ontario, four regiments 
of cavalry in the prairie provinces, be- 
sides a battery at Lethbridge. . He had 
also reorganized the Western Infantry 
regiment and one at Fernie and Ross- 
land, also companics for army service, 
and medical corps, signalling and in- 
telligence departments. _ His~ efforts 
for efficiency brought him in close 
contact with all these corps until Col. 
Steele was appointed to district 13, 
Col. Evans was also Commander of 
the Bath. Col. Steele, acting. district 
commander, probably will be confirm- 
ed in the post. 

His Comrades’ Tributes. 

Ottawa, August 25.—Newa of the 
death of Colonel Evans came as a 
great shock to his old comrade — in 
arms in this city. Lieut.-Colonel 
Perey Sherwood, C.M.G., ehief of the 
Dominion police force, was in the 
43rd Regiment with Evens. Wher 
told of his death he said: “He was 
one of the finest fellows whoever wore 
@ uniform. An enthusiastic soldier 
himself, he had the faeulty of im- 
parting that enthusiasm to others 
He was largely instrumental in the 
success of the 48rd, for he.was a man 
who gave real impetus to its onward 
progress. He was a most temperate 
and careful living man and the last 
one you would think to succumb to a 
thing like this.” 

Lieut.-Colonel M. 8. Rogers, at pre- 
sent commanding officer of the 43rd, 
was much’ affected, as he and the de- 
ceased had been close personal friends : 
“I suceeeded him as captain and ad- 
jutent of the 43rd and was a _kreat 
admirer of hia soldierly qualities, 
said Colonel Rogers. “From his join. 
ing the permanent force he has had 
one of the most brilliant careers of 
any officer in Canada. He has pass- 
ed gll examinations with almost per- 
fect marks and was one of the best 
qualified officers both for infantry and 
cavalry that I ever met. He was 
the smartest and most capable officer 
in the 48rd when he left them. A man 
of sterling integrity, his word was al- 
ways as good as his bond... While a 
very rigid disciplinarian, he always 
Won the affection and respect of those 
under him and got the best that was 
in them in time of pressure. His 
eatcer in South Africa had a brilliant 
flinale in the engagement at. Hart 
River, in which the C.M.R. was hand- 
led so rovghly. We in military cireles 
feel a personal loss in his untimely 
demise, as his old regiment always 
took great pride in following his mar- 
vellously successful career.”

MUST MANUFACTURE 
AT DOOR OF MARKET 


New Patents Act Will Benefit Great 
Britain to Extent of $126,000, 
Foreign anufacturers 
British Patents Must Manufacture 
on British Soil. 


London, August 24.—According to 
an estimate of Sir Alfred Jones, Great 
Britain will benefit to the extent of 
$125,000,009 by the working of the 
new Patents Act, which is to become 
fully operative next week. The new 
lnw stipulates that foreigners’ who 
may obtain’ British patents must 
manutacture the patented goods on 
British soil. 

On and after next Friday anyone, 
on application to the comptroller of 
patents, may catise to be revoked any 
patent granted four years or more ago 
in this country to any foreigner who 
manufactures the goods in question 
“exclusively or mainly’ outside the 
United Kingdom, As United States 
end German manufacturers are doing 
a large business in Great Britain, 
they stand to be forced to expend mil- 
lions of dollars in the construction of 
plants here, as provided by the new 
Act. Last year Great Britain granted 
2,608 patents to Germany and 2,792 to 
the United States Over 20,000 Bri- 
tish patents have been granted within 
the past three years to foreigners, 
Not one of these ents has hitherto 
been adequately “worked”’ in the Unit- 
ed Kingdom. 

Among United States manufacturers 
who are particularly hard hit by the 
new law are the makers of typewriters, 
cash registers, all kinds of fine stce! 
working machinery, elevator and 
pneumatic tube parts, in addition to 
a thousand and one small articles sold 
by the United States makers under 
the protection of English registered 
patents, 

Many United States and German 
firms have arranged to open branch 
factories in Britain to comply — with 
the law. Others will overcome the 
difficulty by means of agreements 
with British firms, by the terms of 
which the latter will manufacture the 
goods on a system of royalties In 
either case Great Britain will receive 
material benefits Several German 
manufacturers of aniline dyes, pot- 
tery and steel tools are erceting fac- 
tories in London and vieinity. A 
United’ States safety razor company 
has acquired a factory in Leicester 
and will give employment to five 
hundred hands. This is only a selee- 
tion, and the outlook for British work- 
people is excellent.

AGREEMENT HOLDS Goop.

DEVOTE THEIR LIVES 
TO ALBERTA MISSIONS 


Eight Noble Catholic Missionaries Who 
Have Snent a Total of 273 Years 
in Missionary Work in This Pro- 
vince, Are at Present Meeting To 
gether in Edmonton—A Remark- 
able Gathering, r 


A notable group of workers in the 
early opening-up and civilization of 
the West has assembled at the Ob 
letes Mission House, on Tenth streot, 
in the past few days, To greet these 
pioneer workers, His Lordship Bishop 
Legal came in yesterday from St. “)- 
bert. The Bishop has been in Alber- 
ta for 27 years, spending his first years 
here among thme Blackfeet tribes 
building his OWH Simple log cabin and 
wish the Indians geing through thy 
days of Want dfter the buffalo dis- 
appeared, 

Among those who are assembled 
here preparatory to the departure of 
some for France and the meeting © 
the General Chapter of the Oblate 
Order, is Father Lacombe, the oldest 
living missionary of the West, who 
came to Alberta 56 years ago, having 
spent some four years previously on 
the Red River. Still another i 
Bishop Geonard, a patriarehal digna- 
tory, “old and gray and dove-like,” 
who has just arrived here from Fort 
Chipeweyan. The bishop came * 
Alberta 46 years ago, and his life sine 
then has been entirely devoted — 
missionary work in the north. With 
him he breughi out to busy Edmonton 
Father Latreste, who has been 25 year 
in the north country missions withou! 
ever coming out. 

Bishop Breynat, of the Mackenzi: 
River district, is still another of thi 
interesting group. Although still : 
comparatively young man and only 
16 years in the north, he has the ap 
pearance of age, because his — health 
was broken with the hardships endur 
ed the first winter he went in. Tt was 
a particularly severe season and unex 
pectedly trying to the young priest. 
who had come direct from “La Belle 
France.” He brought with him frou 
Fort Providence, Father Giroux, wi 
went into the Mackenzie district 2 
years ago, and who has never been oui 
before until this year. 

Father Giroux, who was clected by 
the other missionaries of that district 
to represent them at the General 
Chapter, left last Saturday for Pari+ 
his bishop sending him on in advan 
that he might spend some days with 
his aged parents. Father Latreste t- 
the delegate to the Cl, pter from Bi 
hop Gronard’s district, bat bot! 
bishops will accompany the delegates 
to France and Rome. 

Another of this group, and one weil 
known in Edmonton, is Rev, Futhe 
Ledue, Vicar-General of the diocese of 
St. Albert. who is still a strong and 
very capable man after 43 years o, 
missionary work in Alberta, He ha 
recently returned from Winnipeg, and 
during his absence went to visit th: 
old site of Fort St, Charles. built b 
the explorer, De la Verandrye ov 
two hundred years ago on the Lak 
of the Woods. He eaw the skulls o 
the 19 Frenchmen and the Jesri- 
pries} massacred there on Isle Dk 
Massacre, a few years. earlier, 

Bishop Girouard and Bishop Brey 
nat both state that the Indians a‘ 
most parts of the north were seare 
of provisions last winter, Only 4

In all, these missionaries, togethe 
with the noted Father Husson, thi 
procurer-general for the northern mis 
sions, and who has been ‘been in the 
North 34 years, make an aggregate o 
eight men out at the misston hous: 
how, whose years of patient labor in 
this province amount to 278 years 
Father Grandin, the provincial of thi 
order here, and who has also spen 
over a quarter of a century in mis 
sion work here, has left for France ti 
represent the diocese of St, Albert ai 
the Chapter of the Order,

Spanish Ambassador and Other Mem-

DETERMINED TO END LIFE. 


Man at Port Arthur Tried Four Times 
To Commit Suicide, 


Port Arthur, Aug, 25.—Alfred Hal- 
verson is locked up on a charge of at- 
tempted suicide. He tried four times 
within an hour to kill himself. First 
he tied his own hands in preparation 
to jump off Booth dock, ‘but was no- 
ticed by a friend and taken to the 
hotel, where he tried to strangle him- 
self with the bed clothes. The police 
were called, and took him to the sta- 
tion, On the way he pulled a knife 
from his pocket, but the officers pre- 
vented any damage, and later while 
in the celi with no instruments he 
tried to strangle himself with his fin- 
gers. No damage was done in any 
case, He was remanded three days to 
inquire as to his sanity. 

HONORS FOR DICK CROKER. 
His Name Placed on the Roll of Honor- 
ary Burgesses of Dublin. 


Dublin, Aug. 25—Richard Croker yes- 
erday became an honorary burgess of 
Dublin. He signed the roll and received 
from the Lord Mayor a certificate grant- 
ing him the freedom of the city. The 
roll is limited to distinguished persons 
who have rendered service to the city or 
to the cause of liberty at home and 
throad and bear the names of three Am- 
ericans prior to that of Mr, Croker, Gen, 
Grant, Edward Potter, captain of the 
ship Constitution which brought relief 
to Lreland in 1880, and the late Patrick 
A, Collins ,who was at one time mayor 
of Boston.
